south of here, at 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing.

rooms in th'e building and the loss in- 
cludes their stock.

BIG CRASH 


{n the Cambria Iron Works at Johns- 


town, Pa. 


Johnstown, Pa, Jan. 21.—"With a 


"roar and a crash that was beard near- 
ly all over Johnsto'vn this morning at 
3:20 o'clock, a thirty-foot, forty-ton 
f:y wheel on the TBammeth engine in 
rail mill No. 2 of the Cambria Steel i 


;• "Works broke in pieces and. tore the 
sides unci roof of the 
building to 


..•wreckage. The engine governor broke 
and the speed of the wheel increased 
until it parted. The engine&r, Theo- 
dore Hessler, who was near liy, heard 
the engine running through itself, 
and by his sticking to his i>cst until 
the power was shut down saved much 
extra damage. Hessler's bead v/as 


cut, 
leg crushed and fingers mashed. 


His escape from death was miracu- 
lous. The only person killed out- 
right was Edward Gable-sky, who was 
pinned beneath a heavy iroa girder 
and was scalded to death.

The injured arc now at the Cam- 


bria hospital. When the when! broke 
and the fragments flew, the electric 
wires were broken and a twenty-inch 
pipe that conveys steam through the 
v/orbs, near the roof was broken. The 
workmen in the raill were scalded by 
.the steam. The wreckage caught fire 
immediately and added to the diffi- 
culty of rescuing those imprisoned in 
.the mill. Alarms brought the entire 
fire department .to the mills. The am- 
bulances from the. Cambria hospital, 
assisted by the patrol wagon, carried 
the fnjured to tbe hospital. The eloc- 
Iric wires v/ere down a.nd the rescu- 
ors had to work with lanterns. It 
was not until four o'clock that it was 
found that so few were injured. At 
firpt, the loss was .said to bo' a score 
killed.

flooded the mills :icarby end dimin- 
ished the supply for the fire engines.

work of GOO men. In the early winter 
a part of the working force was laid 
off and shipments were kept up from 
this stock. A great part of the steel 
is ruined for anything but scrap, and 
the rest will all have to be worked 
over.

gan has introduced a bill 
providing 


for the annexation of Panama to the 


United Stales, "the rights and proper- 
ly of Panama resting in the 
United, 


States without reserve." 


The bill appropriates $10,000,000 as 


compensation to Panama for its ces- 
sion; places $10,000,000 at the disposal 
oi' the President for the compensation 
of Colombia, and appropriates 
$'_>9.- 


000,000 for the purchase of the proper- 
ty of tho new Panama Canal company 
in Colombia, including the 
Panama 


Canal. 


It is especially provided that the 


provisions of this bill shall not havo 
the effect of repealing the 
Spooner 


act. 


A preamble to the bill sets 
forth 


that many nations having recognized 
the secession of Panama, and that the 
independence of that republic is an 
accomplished fact, the bill asserts that 
the President of-the United States ap- 
proved and protected the secession 
•with the naval forces cf -the United 
States and that the President and the 
Senate recognized the independence 
of the new republic by appointing and 
accrediting a minister to that republic. 


After providing for the construction 
the Panama Canal by the 
United 


States the bill doc-lares that all rights 
and properties of the Republic of 
Panama, of every description shall 
vest in the United Slates of America 
without iRServe. autl shall bo subject 
to their sovereign jurisdiction. 


Senator Morgan also introduced a 


concurrent resolution direct ins the 
President to enter into negotiations 
with the Governments of Nicaragua 
and Cosia Kica for the construction 
~.f n canal via tho Nicaragua route.
